grave. Fifty per cent of the people oft 
the province lived {tn urban centers 
and while farmers could live some- 
how, there was nothing ahead of the 
unemployed but starvation unless they 
were assisted. 

Mr. Bowen said the wheat board of 
1919 kept the price of wheat down 
Instead of attempting to speculate and 
keep the price up as the proposed 
hoard was expected to do. He chal: 
lenged any member opposite to way 
that the wheat hoard would for a cer- 
tainty obtain’ a higher price for wheat 
han the open market would provide 
The whole venture was merely an ex 
periment and {t was on an unsound 
economic basis, The bill hefote the 
house was one to restrict trade and 
aa euch oppomed in principle to the 
tong established rights of trade and 
rommerce. If the buyers co-operated 
the hoard would be unable to sell 

The farmers themaelves, !f sincere 
in the slogan of equal rights to all and 
rpecial privileges to none, should op- 
pose this form of legislation. There too 
waa the cry of free trade, when here 
was an attempt to raise the highest 
wall of protection fora class, ever net 
op in centuries. The farmers wanted 


the cattle embargo of England off, yet | 


\hey were trying to eet up an embargo 
on wheat shipment to England by 
withholding shipments, and demand- 
ng fixed prices. He was surprised at 
farmers urging greater freedom con- 
tenting to thie form of compulsion, 

After protesting against involving 
fhe credit of the province to a great

isked what waa the use of try!ng to 
raise the price of wheat when even 
how the consumers could not buy As 
much bread es was required.
